Anyone 
who is at alf familiar with the activities of the “ Y ” during the 
past one and one-half years, could not fail to be impressed with 
the fact that a very excellent work is being done with very lim­ 
ited financial resources for carrying on. 
We doubt very much if 
any other city organization, engaged in welfare work for boys, 
could make as good a showing as has been made by the Y. M. C, A. 
organization. 
The Y. M. C. A. is not entirely a self-sustaining institution. 
The small annual membership fee, with the donation from the 
Northern Pacific railroad company, are not sufficient of them­ 
selves to maintain the kind of an institution that this city expects 
and demands. 
It is necessary here, as in every other city main­ 
taining such an organization, to solicit funds to supplement the in­ 
come received from memberships. 
As an asset to the community, the material value of the build­ 
ing and equipment is only a part of the ri al value of a well or­ 
ganized institution such as we have here. 
The Y. M. C. A. at the 
present time is under efficient management; it has a very definite, 
intelligent program ; it has a large patronage among the boys at 
that most critical period of their fives, the adolescent age. 
It 
needs the active assistance and cooperation of the serious minded 
citizens of Brainerd in order to enable it to function properly. 
The present campaign for funds is not in the nature of a 
propaganda to see how much money may he secured, but is mere­ 
ly a quiet, businesslike effort to secure the minimum amount that 
wiR enable the institution to go on and enlarge its field of useful­ 
ness to meet very necessary anti pressing needs. 
Will the good citizens of Brainerd assist the management in 
carrying on this work? 
We are sure you will do so if you will 
only take the time to visit the Y. M. C. A, on arty evening and 
see for yourself what it is doing and learn from the secretary and 
officers what if aims to do.

At the present time a quiet but businesslike campaign is on 
to raise funds for the maintenance of the Y. M. C. A. in this city 
for the current year. 
A small pamphlet has been prepared set­ 
ting forth what the Y. M. C. A. has done during the year past, 
and calling attention to its growing needs in the future. Anyone 
who is at all familiar with the activities of the “Y" during the 
past one and one-half years, could not fail to be impressed with 
the fact that a very excellent work is being done with very lim­ 
ited financial resources for carrying on. 
We doubt very much if 
any other eity organization, engaged in welfare work for boys, 
could make as good a showing as has been made by the Y. M. C. A. 
organization. 
The Y. M. C. A. is not entirely a self-sustaining institution. 
The small annual membership fee, with the donation from the 
Northern Pacific railroad company, are not sufficient of them 
selves to maintain the kind of an institution that this city expects 
and demands. 
It is necessary here, as in every other city main­ 
taining such an organization^ to solicit funds to supplement the in­ 
come received from memberships. 
As an asset to the community, the material value of the build 
ing and equipment is only a part of the real value of a well or­ 
ganized institution such as we have here. The Y. M. C. A. at the 
present time is under efficient management; it has a very definite, 
intelligent program ; it has a large patronage among the boys at 
that most critical period of their fives, the adolescent age. 
It 
needs the active assistance and cooperation of the serious minded 
citizens of Brainerd in order to enable it to function properly. 
The present campaign for funds is not in the nature of a 
propaganda to see how much money may be secured, but is mere­ 
ly a quiet, businesslike effort to secure the minimum amount that 
will enable the institution to go on and enlarge its field of useful­ 
ness to meet very necessary and pressing needs. 
Will the good citizens of Brainerd assist the management in 
carrying on this work? 
We are sure you will do so if you will 
only take the time to visit the Y. M. C. A. on any evening and 
see for yourself what it is doing and learn from the secretary and 
officers what it aims to do.

HARRIS OUTGUESSED LEAGUE ON PITCHERS 


By HENRY L. FAR R E L L 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
Now York, Sept. 18.—When Babe Adams, the 43-year-old pitcher, came 
to New York on the first eastern trip last spring with the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
he was greeted warmly by friends among the New York newspapermen. 
The 
Babe is one of the finest and most popular ch a racters in baseball. 
"Well, Babe, you’re back again,” one of the writers remarked. 
“How 
many more trips are you going to m ake?” 
“Listen,” the Babe replied, “I ’m just a youngster getting my start and 
trying to get along. 
When I get real old I ’ll get a job with Washington.” 
It was his way of putting a jest that became popular in baseball circles 
after Bucky Harris, the boy m anager of the W ashin gton Senators had pulled 
Venn Gregg back from the minors and had grabbed Stan Coveleskie and Dutch 
Rent her when they were headed for the bushes. 
Tris Speaker, the veteran m anager of the Cleveland Indians, thought that 
Coveleskie. one of the few remaining spitballers, was through with major 
league baseball and he asked waivers on him. 
Every other manager in the 
majors but Harris respected the judgment of Speaker and passed bim up 
But H arris claimed him and got him for the waiver price. 
Wilbert Robinson, veteran m anager of the Brooklyn Robins, also asked 
waivers on Dutch Reuther, who was one of the aces on the pitching staff 
of the champion Reds in 1919. 
Reuther w asn’t tagged when he was put on the block, but the word went 
around—as it had gone before— that Dutch was hard to handle and the other 
managers thought that if Robby, the gentlest man in baseball, couldn’t handle 
Reuther, that no one could. 
They all passed him up but Bucky H arris and he went to Washington for 
the waiver price— one of the cheapest forms of transfer in baseball. 
H arris said—“ Ruether will pitch for me, I’m su r e ”—and Reuther replied 
with—“ I’ll pitch for Harris.
